failed to dim the spirit of several 
thousand persons who’ gathered 
with representatives of the State 
and nation at the dedication of 
the Wright Memorial at the scene 
where’ the first successful power 
flight was made on Dec. 17, 1903. 

The monument was unveiled in 
the rain by Miss Ruth : Nicholls, 
aviatrix. The granite pylon rises 
151 feet above sea level. 

As the program hegan the storm 
broke and strong winds ‘whipped 
through the stand, temporarily 
covered with halves of tents. The 


flapping of the canvas caused» so 
much, noise the exercises were 
halted. All the speakers on the 
stand were forced to brave. sheets 
of rain, and they were drenched. 

Plans for aerial maneuvers were 
interrupted by rain just before the 
exercises started but as a 19-gun 
salute announced the arrival of 
Secretary of War Patrick J. Hur- 
ley, Navy planes appeared as visi- 
ble evidence of the epoch-making 
event which took place on «— the 
bleak sand dunes here 29. years 
ago. 

Orville Wright, the _ surviving 
brother of the two—Wilbur and 
Orville Wright who made and flew 
the first motor driven airplane 
here—was present. 

Rain poured steadily as the ex- 

ecises started with Miss Nichols, 

dmiral W. A. Moffett, Chief. of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics of the 
Navy Department; Gen. Manus Mc- 
Closkey of Fort Bragg; Gen. J. Van 
B. Metts of North Carolina, and 
Governor-elect J| C. B. Ehringhaus 
in the speakers’ stand. With these 
dignitaries were Generals John L. 
Dewitt, L. H. Bash, Paul Malone 
and Westover Leach. 

Se¢gretary Hurley, paying tribute 
to the wizardry of the two Ohio 
bicycle mechanics, accepted the 
monument on behalf of the Feder- 
al Government. 

“As a direct result of their suc- 
cessful flight right here at Kil) 
Devil Hill Dec. 17, 1903," he said, 
“the conquest of the air is to be 
achieved. I use the future tense 
advisedly. Great as has been the 
progress since these intrepid men 
achieved the first successful flight 
in a power-driven plane, air trans- 
portation is yet ir its infancy. 

“In the dauntiess courage of the 
Wright brothers, who despite all 
perils, criticism and ridicule, per- 
sisted in their faith and lived to 
realize their dreams, we see. a man- 
ifestation of that. same pioneer 
spirit that explored a continent, 
colonized a new world and devel- 
oped American civilization. 

“As the beacon light from this 
shaft will guide mariners of the sea 
and air to harbors of safety, so 
may the bright rays of individual- 
ism and equality of opportunity 
that made possible the feats of 
Wilbur and Orville Wright show 
us the way to the achievement of 


ideals of America.” - 


The memorial, authorized by 


‘Congress, is of granite and stands 


151 feet above sea level, carved 
with a design depicting the sweep 
of flight. In its top is a horizontal 
three-way revolving beacon that 
will shine throughout the night as 
a guide to aviation and ghipping. 
Flood lights around its je will il- 
lumine the memorial itself.

TAKE ITS PLACE’ 


This Must Be Matter of Ex- |’ 


periment, He Says — No 
Law Can Succeed Against 
Public Sentiment.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Noy. 19..— 


The Rochester Times-Union, in a 
copyrighted interview with George 
W. Wickersham, quotes the former 
Attorney-General of the United 
States and chairman of the Na- 
tional Commission on Law Ob- 
servance and Enforcement, as 
saying prohibition is “an. obvious 
failure.” 


Wickersham arrived here today | 


to address the City Club on “Law 
and Order.” 

“No law can be enforced unless 
ft is backed by strong public senti- 
ment,” he is quoted as saying. ‘“The 
object of prohibition is to create 
temperance habits. This obviously 
has failed and if it has, regulation 
must take its place.” 

The character of the regulation 
must again be a matter of experi- 
ment, said Wickersham. 

What he termed “the rising tide 
of anti-prohibition feeling’ was ex- 
plained by Wickersham as due to 
three things, the Times-Union says. 
They were: 

“Resentment against being for- 
bidden to do something they (the 
people) wanted to do. 

“The extreme character of pro- 
hibition legislation—the Volstead 
Act—and the great intolerance of 
its promoters and the abandonment 
of all. efforts to persuade people to 
aid in the movement to promote 
abstinence, and the putting of en- 
tire reliance on enforcement of the 
law. 

“The highly 
st-ongly financed move 
prohibition.” 

As to “what Congress might do,” 
Wickersham was silent, the Times- 
Union says. 

‘If Congress should declare that, 
let us say, 20 per cent of alcohol 
didn’t make intoxicating liquor,”’ 
Wickersham is quoted as saying, 
“probably the Supreme Court 
would say that was an abuse of 
legislative discretion. Somewhere 
between*the extremes of one-half 
of 1 per cent and 20 per cent, a 
court would find a point where 
action by Congress would be held 
a permissible exercise of discre- 
tion. -What that point is, is any- 
body’s guess.” 

Wickersham: is-quoted as voic- 
ing his view for the first time that 
prohibition is ‘‘an obvious fail- 
ure.” In doing so, the Times-Union 
says, he in no way repudiated his 
stand relative.to the saloon or oth- 
er’ points in the report of his com- 
mission. 

His only comment, the Times- 
Union. says, was that “some time

U. S. Action Names William 
‘F. Gleason, Operator of 
Old Southern Club in 
East St. Louis. 


A Federal ome tax lien for 

$121,891 agajns®} William F. Glea- 
son atid his wife was filed today in 
Federal\@ourt at East St. Louis, 
and with the Recorder of Deeds at 
Belleville. 
: Gleason. formerly operated the 
Southern Club, a gambling estab- 
lishment in the old Southern Hotel 
building at 320A East Broadway. 
East St. Louis. Recently te has 
been connected with the. operation 
of gambling ships off the coast of 
California. 

The lien covers taxes and penal- 
ties for four years, 1927 to 1930 in- 
lusive, representing $66,591 in back 
taxes and $55,300 claimed as. pen- 
alties.. It was filed by O. G. Ad- 
delman, Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue at Springfield. 

The Southern Club, until it was 
closed in August of 1930, was one 
of the more notorious of the East 
Side gambling resorts. Large sums 
changed hands with the roll of the 
dice or the flip of a card and the 
house men were never too particu- 
lar about where their customers 
got the money they gambled. 

“Two of Willie Gleason’s rest 
customers’ was the way “Bow- 
Wow” McQuillan, himself a g1in- 
bler of parts, characterized two St. 
Louisans who were tndicted for 
embezziements shortly before the 
Southern Club shut down. 

These were O. D. Chalmers, sen- 
tenced in June of 1930 to seven 
years .in the penitentiary for em- 
bezzling $150,521 from the [Frisco 
Rafiroad, which employed him. as 
manager of its mail and express 
traffic, and Marvin E. Phillips, as- 
sistant cashier of the Scruggs-Van- 
dervoort-Barney Bank, who ‘was 
trapped in a $31,600 defalcation 
about the same time. Phillips was 
sentenced to four years in prison. 

Gleason formerly lived in East 
£t. Louis at 642 North Tenth. street. 
A few months after he left East st. 
Louis he was arrested on the “Rose | 
Isle,” one of two gambling . barges 
anchored off Long Beach, near Los 
Angeles, 
as part owner of the barge.

Sedgwick medal of the American 
Public Health Association will go 
next spring to Dr. William H.

-ail aproaches of Municipal Bridge. 

Mayor Miller approved today an 
ordinance pased by the Board of 
Aldermen yesterday, authorizing 
the Mayor and Comptroller to apply 
for the loan. The ordinaneé car- 


ries an emergency clause and is ef- 
fective now. Twelve days after the 
money is obtained, construction can 
be started, as preliminaries for the 
contracts have been carried out, 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service announced. 

The loan will be repaid from 
‘olls, the Terminal Railroad having 
agreed to pay at least $500,000 an- 
nually in tolls, when the approaches 
make it possible for the Terminal 
to use the bridge. 

Approaches to be constructed 
are a main western lead, starting 
near Twelfth and Poplar streets, 
another western approach, and one 
to connect with the Illinois Trans- 
fer Railway, south of the bridgé, 
near Twenty-first street, East St. 
Louls. The main western approach, 
on which it is proposed to start 
work first, will handie passenger 
trains to and from Union Station. 

Further Use for Money. 

he city intends to use some of 
the fund also for finishing the néew 
East St. Louis Union Station ap- 
proach, which has been nearly 
completed with $1,370,000 ad- 
vanced by the Terminal. The Ter- 
minal has announced it could not 
advance more money now, although 
it had agreed to put up enough for 
all the approaches. It has been 
pointed out by the road that the 
city could borrow from the R. F. C. 
at $3 per cent interest, while it 
would cost the Terminal 6 per cent. 

Rehabilitation of the railjdeck of 
the bridge proper also is ta be car- 
ried out if the city gets the loan. 
A fifth new approach, which had 
been planned, has been eliminated. 

Alderman Brock voted against 
the ordinance, saying the board 
should not pass on it until a new 
ontract with the Terminal was 
presented. Henry Miller, president 
of the Terminal, told the board's 
Public Utilities Committee Thurs- 
day that the road would adhere to 


the contract guaranteeing tolls.

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MARION TELVA SINGS 
WITH THE SYMPHONY 


Orchestra Plays “The Vaga- 
bond9’ Work of Powell 
Weaver of Kansas City.

HE profesional reappearance of 

Marion Telva in 8t. Louis im- 

parted a little more than the 
usual interest to yesterday's con- 
cért given by the. Symphony Or- 
chestra at the Odeon. Mme. Tel- 
va's contributions, as soloist of the 
occasion, consisted of an aria from 
Tschaikowsky’s opera “Jeanne 
d’Arc.” “Der Atlas,” by Schubert, 
and “Zucignung”’ and “Caecilie,”’ 
by Richard Strauss, all with or- 
chestral accompaniments. 

The Tschaikowsky excerpt Is just 
so much red-plush opera, but the 
three German songs, particularly 
the two by Strauss, are works of 
genuine distinction. The Strauss 
songs are provided with rich or- 
chestrations and altogether have 
an emotional and dramatic sweep 
that suggests the lyric theater 
rather than the concert hall. Even 
so, they are complete in themselves 
and do not suffer from the diaad- 
vantages of having been torn from 
a larger text. If the Symphony 
Society feels that it must have vo- 
cal soloists, songs of this sort Are 
certainly to be preferred to the 
usual “Ritnéra Vincitor” or “Dich 
Theure Halle.” 

Judging by the profuse floral 
offerings that were sped toward 
the stage at the conclusion of 
Tschaikowsky aria, Mme. Telva 
had many friends in the audience, 
But she needed no special indul- 
gence. Her singing was that of 
an artist with fine musical sensi- 
bilities and a good voice that she 
manipulated with ease and confi- 
dence. The delivery of the second 
Strauss song, “Caecilie,” was espe- 
cially effective in the way it was 
phrased and accented. 

As encores Mme, Telva sang an 
English song called “Love Is the 
Wind” and Grieg’s “Ich Liebe 
Dich.”” 

The orchestral numbers on the 
program were all minor offerings, 
with the exception of the “Varia- 
tions on a Theme by Haydn” of 
Johannes Brahms.

It bears the title “observations” 
and contains an introduction and 
five chapters, 1, China, 2, Man- 
churia; 3, the incident of Sept.. 18, 
1931, and subsequent operations; 
4, the new states; 5, conclusions. 
The full text will be available in 
Geneva and a comprehensive sum- 
mary at the Japanese Embassy in 
Washington. 

The document emphatically re- 
jects the proposal of the Lytton 
Commission for restoration of Chi- 
nese sovereignty fover Manchuria 
and some degree of international 
co-operation for the solution of 
that problem. These proposals are 
declared incompatible with what 
Japan considers the fundamental 
fact of Manchukuo’s independence. 
Concerning the Lytton report 
suggestions that international co- 
operation might enable China to 
put its house in order, the Jap- 
anese reply declares that such an 
effort is futile unless the Powers 
assume full control of China.

HOOVER AND CABINET 
DISCUSS BUDGET CUTS 


Each .Department Héad Prom- 
ises Reductions at Special 
Meeting. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov.-.19.-—After 
a special meeting of the Cabinet, 
called by President Hoover to dis- 
cuss the Federal budget, Secretary 
of Treasury. Mills today told news- 
paper men that budget — figures 
would be forwarded to Congress 
“considerably lower” than the $4,- 
135,000,000 submitted last year.

ID Pat O’Dea kick the 

longest field goal on rec- 
ord?” inquires a Post-Dispatch 
Regular Reader. Relying on 
memory only, we were first in- 
clined to reply “yes.” Investiga- 
tion and the “Demon Statisti- 
cian,” Parke Davis, revealed that 
we would have erred in the mat- 
ter of O’Dea. 

Here is what Mr. 
us: 

“For the longest goal from 
the field ever scored we must go 
back in the records an even 50 
years. Princeton is playing Yale 
on the old Polo Grounds in New 
York, Thanksgiving day, Nov. 
30, 1882. A winter gale is blow- 
ing and snow is falling. 

_ “Both teams heel-each other’s 
punts for fair catches and con- 
tinually try for goal from the 
field from placement. The wind 
is at Princeton’s back. A fair 
catch gives Princeton a free 
kick from their 45-yard line. 
Yale’s cross bar is 65 yards away. 

“James TT. Haxall, a big 
Princeton forward, makes the 
attempt. Away goes the ball high 
in the air and riding the gale it 
travels the long. distance and 
scores a goal from the field. 

“Many years later Dakota Wes- 
leyan was playing North Weat 
Normal. It was Oct. 16, 1919, 
Mark Payne, fullback on Dakota 
Wesleyan falls back to his 37- 
yard line. The field is now only 
100 yards long. His opponents’ 
goal is 63 yards awdy. He tries 
a drop-kick. The ball shoots 
straight and true down the long 
groove and scores the longest 
goal from the field by a drop- 
kick ever achieved. 

But there are two other long 
distance goals entitled to be men- 
tioned. The first was a drop- 
kick of 62 yards booted by Pat 
O'Dea of Wisconsin, Nov. - 15, 
1896 against Northwestern. The 
other was a drop-kick of the 
same length scored by George 
Gipp of Notre Dame against 
Western Reserve, Oct. 7, 1916.

“We are going to make the 
money go as far as possible ang 
make the investigation As con. 
plete as possible,’”” Commissioner 
Edgar A. McCulloch told newspa. 
per men. “We don’t know yet ho 
far our funds will take us.” 

McCulloch, who has presided a 
the hearings since the investi. 
gation began, said the inquiry ints 
the Associated Gas & Electric Sys. 
tem and the Columbia Gas & Ele. 
tric Corporation would be com. 
pleted. He also thought the Cities 
Service Co. would be examined. 

The commisison is’ now receiving 
testimony concerning the New En.

Pass a bow! filled with hearts 
of lettuce, mixed with minced 
parsley and chives and well biend- 
ed with French dressing, for a 
light salad, accompanied by hot 
cheese balls for the salad course. 
A glorified pumpkin pie completes 
the dinner. 

The recipes: —~ 

‘ Crab Meat Creole. 


Cut one green pepper, one medi- 
um sized onion (the onion may be 
omitted) and a thin slice of ham 
cut in Julienne slices (about two 
inches long and one-eighth inch 
wide). Rub skillet with garlic, and 
cook gently in butter until the 
onions and green peppers are soft. 
This will take about 10 minutes. 
Add one teaspoon of flour and stir 
until dissolved. Then add three ripe 
tomatoes, with as much of the 
seeds and pulp removed’ as pos- 
sible, and six thinly sliced mush- 
rooms. Moisten with three table- 
spoons of any good white cooking 
wine and four tablespoons of soup 
stock and cook 10 minutes long- 
er. Add one pound of crab meat, 
season with salt and a little cay- 
enne, and mix all ingredients to- 
gether. Reheat anid place on rounds 
of hot toast and garnish with wa- 
tercress. 


Oxtail Soup. 

Have the butcher cut three ox 
tails into one-inch pieces and get 
three pounds of lean beef. Fry until 
well browned in two tablespoons of 
fat.

FRIENDLY argument with a 
rather .well-known zoologist— 
@ man whom I’ve known and 


‘ladmired for many years—resulted 


in as uhusual an experiment as 
I've ever conducted in: my long 
career as ah animal collector. ‘In 
one of thosé far-far-into-the-night 
debates, I kept insisting that the 
American bison or buffalo could 
live and thrive in the tropical cli- 
i.ate of Southern Asia, while my 
friend kept telling me I was all 


wrong. : ; 

Our discussion took place some 
six or séven years ago. There was 
no precedent for my contention or 
my friend’s, no American . bison 
having ever been transported to 
Asia. In other words, we were 
both theorizing, my friend  insist- 
ing that the American bison was 
strictly a temperate-zone animal 
which could not stand the humid 
atmosphere of Malaysia or Indi«, 
while I stuck to my bélief that the 
species was a highly adaptable one 
and would do well, if pfopérly han- 
dled, in much hotter climates than 
its normal one. . 

There is only one way to settle 
an argument such as this, and that 
is to go ahead and conduct an ex- 
periment. Which is what I did. 

It was due to leave for Asia on 
an extensive collecting trip. If I 
could secure them, I planned to 
take a pair of American buffalo 
with me. Golden Gate Park in San 
Francisco, whence I was sailing, 
has a fine collection of these his- 
toric animals. Through the cour- 
tesy of, Herbert Fielschhacker, 
genérous patron of the local zoo, 
and John McLaren, Superintendent 
of Parks, I was able to secure two 
young males, They were sound 
and healthy examples of their spe- 
cies and ideally suited to my ex- 
periment. ~ 

My Plan was to present one of 
the animals to my friend, the Sul- 
tan of Johore, and to place the 
second in the Rangoon zoo. 

The Sultan of Johore, possessor 
of a private menagerie of his own, 
and a really distinguished authori- 
ty on Asiatic animals, had always 
manifested interest in our buffalo, 
which he was in the habit of re- 
ferring to as “the American sla- 
dang.” (The sladang is the pow- 
erful forest bison of Southern Asia 
and is one of the few species of 
hunted animals that have ever 
been known to turn the tables and 
actually stalk the hunter. On all 
counts this little-Known beast and 
the tiger are the two most danger- 
ous animals on the Asiatic conti- 
nent). —

EVERAL times in the course of 

my conversations with the Sul- 

tan I found myself answering 
questions about the American sla- 
dang. The subject fascinated his 
highness. It was the one American 
animal about which he could not 
hear enough. He always referred 
to the bison in the past tense, and 
whenever I said, “Some day I'll try 
to get you one,” he would say in 
reply “American bluffer!
